An involuntary petition in bank- 
ruptcy was filed in Federal Court 
today against Stanley Epstein, Inc., 
a real estate firm at 904 Chestnut 
street, by three creditors, including 


Max Levy, who instituted receiver- 
ship proceedings against the firm 
last week. 

Epstein has 20 days in which to 
file an answer to the bankruptcy 
petition and until next Wednesday 
to show cause in Circuit’ Court why 
his company should not be placed 
in receivership. 

The bankruptcy suit, as required 
by law. is based on claims of three 
creditors. The claims total $920 
and are described as amounts due 
on rents collected by the Epstein 
firm or deposited with Epstein for 
payment of taxes. 

Creditors Charge Defaults. 

Levy, a grocer, of 1001 Brooklyn 
Street, repeated the statement 
made in the receivership suit, al- 
leging that. he gave the firm 1190 
to pay 1927 and 1928 taxes on 
property at Eleventh street and St. 
Louis avenue, last March 19, and 
that the taxes had not been paid 
and the money had not been re- 
funded. 

Larry Silverman alleged that 
$255.32 was due him for March, 
April and May rents collected on 


property at 6225 Wagner avenue. 


Julius Shaftal alleged that he de- 
posited $475 with the firm for mmy- 
ment of 1927 and 1928 taxes on 
property at 1415 Carr street and 
that the taxes were not paid and 
the money was not refunded. 

The suit alleges that an act of 


bankruptcy was committed on April 


12 when Epstein executed a prom- 
issory note for $2500 to Samuel 
Goldberg, the note being secured 
by a chattel mortgage on the office 
fixtures and equipment of the Ep- 
stein company. 

Started With $7.84. 

In a statement to a Post-Dis- 
patch reporter Epstein asserted 
that Habilities of the company 
would not exc@ed assets by more 
than $15,000.

SOVIET CONSIDERS 
DATING CALENDAR 
FROM REVOLUTION 


Under That System, Current 
Year Would Be “Twelfth 
of Dictatorship.” 


(Copyright, 1929. by the Press and Pulitzer 
Publishing Co's., the New York World 
the Post-Dispatch.) 


MOSCOW, June 8.—A calendar 
reform that would abolish Sunday 
and would be based on the Rus- 
sion revolution instead of the birth 


of Christ, is being considered by 
soviet authorities, it wag learned 
today. 

If the proposed calendar were 
put into effect the current year 
would be “the twelfth year of the 
soviet dictatorship” instead of 
1929. The reform is considered 
practical from the soviet point of 
view because it would dispose of 
the troublesome question of reli- 
gious holidays. 

The theory is that when the holi- 
days cease to appear on the cal- 
endar the people would gradually 
forget when they occurred and 
stop celebrating them. For the 
Same reason it is proposed to re- 
namie the days of the week, so that 
the people will disassociate Sunday 
from their day of rest. 

It has been suggested that events 
prior to the soviet dictatorship, 
which the Government wished to 
commemorate, such as the French 
revolution, could be designated in 
the B. C.“ manner; that is, 80 
many years “before the dictator- 
ship of the proletariat.”

IN DISPUTE OVER 
“GOOD” GARBAGE 


J. L. Laxton, Refuse Col- 
lection Superintendent, 
Resigns When Contractor 
Says Best Is Given Away 


— 


USED AS POLITICAL 
FAVOR, HE ASSERTS 


Hog Raiser Declares He 
Has to Accept Inferior 
Grade and Loses Animals 
He Feeds It To. 


A row over “good garbage has 
developed at City Hall. Julius I. 
Laxton, 250-a-month superin- 
tendent of refuse collection, s&s 
resigned. Aldermen, city officials 
and other political personages wno 
have been “getting a little garbage 
for a friend’ are wondering 
whether this perquisite is to be re- 
moved ‘from the list of political 
favors. 

Inquiry by the Post-Dispatch to- 
day disclosed that M. Stanley Rea, 
who has the contract to dispose 
of all the city’s garbage, employed 
investigators some weeks ago be- 
cause the amount of ordinary gar- 
bage being delivered to his barges 
was steadily decreasing and because 
little or no “good garbage” reached 
the dock at the foot of Chouteau 
avenue, 

Rea turned ovcr to city officials 
affidavits purporting to show that 
garbage was being sold to hog 
breeders instead of being delivered 
to Rea and that “good garbage,” 
which is the select swill trom 
hotels, night clubs and restaurants, 
was going almost every place but 
to the foot of Chouteau avenue. 
Superintendent Laxton, when in- 
formed of the charges, resigned in 
disgust. 

No Glass In “Good Garbage. 

“Good garbage’ is clear of bot- 
tles, cans and broken glass. It can 
be fed to hogs without fear that 
they will die, It contains no citrus 
fruit peelings. for hogs will not 
eat grapfruit rinds Hog raisers 
will pay as much as $5 4 load for 
it. j 

“Alley garbage,” the other classi- 
fication, contains glass, bottles, 
cans, dead animals, poisoned rats, 
cinders, rusty nails, boards, boxes 
and many other things, inedible 
even for hogs. Hog raisers who 
feed alley garbage figure on a@ 
death loss of from 8 to 10 per cent 
of their stock. 

Rea gets alley garbage, almost 
exclusively. That condition has ex- 
isted ever since he got the five- 
year contract to dispose of garbage 
at 74 cents a ton, in February, 
1925. The city collects and deliv- 
ers the garbage to the foot of 
Chouteau avenue, where Rea loads 
it on barges. As a contractor doing 
business with the city, he didn't 
want to offend the political powers 
and so, for a long time he accepted 
his alley garbage, fed it to his hogs 
on an island 30 miles down the 
river and took his 8 to 10 per cent 
death loss without complaint. 

Spent $10,000 for Corn. 

Although he has been spending 
$10,000 a year for corn to feed to 
the hogs because St. Louis does not 
furnished enough food for the pork 
colony on the island, Rea didn't 
mind letting an Alderman’s friend 
have a little garbage to feed to a 
few hogs. The hog feeders, of 
course, were competitors in Rea’s 
business, but Rea was a contractor 
doing business with the city. And 
he didn’t want to offend any poli- 
ticians. 

But when even the alley gar- 
bage began to run short, Rea in- 
vestigated. He employed spotters, 
who traced garbage wagons and 
questioned drivers and hog raisers. 
He took affidavits and on May 24, 
presented them to Charies L. Cun- 
ningham, Assistant Comptroller. 
Cunningham took it up with Rob- 
ert B. Brooks, director of streets 
and Sewers, and Brooks questioned 
Laxton. 

“Well,” said Laxton, “as you 
know, I have been dissatisfied for 
a long time. You've been unable 
to get the salary raise you prom- 
ised me. I'll give you my resigna- 
tion right now if you want.“ 

“Suit yourself,” Laxton, said 
Brooks replied. so Laxton quit. His 
conference with Director Brooks 
took place May 25. His resigna- 
tion took effect the same day. He 
was entitled to a vacation and 
Brooks wanted to give him two 
weeks’ pay, but Comptrolied Nolte 
vetoed that proposal). 

“It just wasn't worth the grief.” 
Laxton said today. “People al- 
ways interfering to get a load of 
garbage here, or a couple of loads 
somewhere elec. 1 let them have 
it and I did it with Rea's knowl- 
edge and consent. You know how 
it is in politica If a friend of 
the administration wants a favor, 
and you can, you're supposed to do 
it.

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LABOR CABINET TAKES ~ 
OVER BRITISH GOVERNMENT 


Former Shop Girl First 
Woman in British Cabinet 


Miss Margaret Bondfield, 
56, Has Reputation as 
Speaker and Political 
Tactician in Labor 
Party.

LONDON, June %8.—Miss Mar- 
garet Bondfield, first woman to be 
appointed to a British Cabinet, 6 
pleased with her new place as Min- 
ister of Labor. As she took her 
Place in the state carriage at 
Windsor waiting to be taken tu the 
castle to receive her seals of office 
from King George, she was the 
calmest member of the new min- 
istry. 

“I am not a bit excited,” she 
said. After 40 years of blazing 
the trail, one ceases to be excited 
about things. Of course, I feel 
very highly honored that I am the 
first woman member of a Cabinet 
and 1 am particularly pleased to 
think that I will now have the 
opportunity to get right down to 
work with a problem which has 
always interested me.” 

Premier MacDonald smiled hap- 
pily when the crowd cheered Miss 
Bond field. 

Miss Bondfield has earned her 
place as one of the staunchest and 
most able of her political faith. 

Lady Astor, rock-ribbed Conser- 
vative, said of her in 1924: Mag- 
gie Bondfield is worth twice some 
of the men in the Cabinet.” 

Lady Astor charged MacDon- 
ald’s failure to appoint her then to 
anything more than parliamentary 
secretary to the Labor Ministry— 
not of Cabinet rank-—to “subcon- 
scious prejudice against women on 
the part of all parties.“ 

Miss Bondfield, “our Maggie,’ 
as her colleagues affectionately 
call her, is 56 years old. In her 
youth in Somerset she was a school 
teacher and shop girl. She early 
identified herself with the Labor 
movement, first becoming assistant 
secretary of the Shop Assistants’ 
Union in 1898.

a place in Parliament from North- 
ampton. At various times she was 
delegate to the Russian Congress 
of Labor Unions (1920); labor 
advise® to the British delegation 
to the Washington labor confer- 
ence (1919) and later, similarly, to 
Genevd conventions, ind chairman 
of the General Council of the 
Trades Union Congress in 1923. 

She is known as an exceptional 
speaker and parliamentary tacti- 
cian. Besides being the first 
woman Cabinet member she will 
be the first woman to be a member 
of the Privy Council, and will have 
the title the Right Honorable Mar- 
garet Bondfield. 

In visits to the United States 
Miss Bondfield made a favorable 
impression, not only in labor cir- 
cles but in her professional and 
social contacts. She made several 
addresses. 

Once when bidding farewell to a 
party of domestics going out to 
Australia Miss Bondfield told them 
the mistress of the house had a 
right to expect “a good honest 
day's work.“

_ PARIS, June .— The experts on 

reparations, leaving for their homes 
today after four months of hard 
work, hope dthat the Young plan 
would be accepted by the interest- 
ed Governments about as it was 


written. 

Any but minor amendments, it 
was thought, would wreck the en- 
tire agreement whereby Germany 
will pay in 69 years a debt having 
a present value of $8,800,000,090. 
and an eventual value of about 
$26,964,000,000. 

General belief was it would be 
ratified, although not without op- 
position, by each of the creditor 
nations and by Germany, on the 
principle that it was the best ob- 
tainable treaty under the circum- 
stances. 

Emile Moreau, Governor of the 
Bank of France and head of the 
French delegation, epitomized ser- 
timent among experts in his epi- 
gram: “The report is not entire- 
ly satisfactory to“ anybody, but it 
is highly satisfactory to every- 
body.” 

Another Conference. 

Diplomats foresaw another con- 
ference soon to arrange applica- 
tion of the plan. The same con- 
ference, it was thought, might take 
steps for a committee to control 
the Rhine zone when it is Anal- 
ly evacuated and pav the way or 
evacuation by the Allies. Unless 
some hitch develops this evacua- 
tion might de started next fall. 

Such a committee also would 
broaden the scheme for the pro- 
posed international bank and com- 
plete its constitution, which the ex- 
perts left merely in outline. Noth- 
ing can be done, however, until in- 
dorsement of the Governments to 
he Young report *s whole is ob- 
tained.

GASTONIA, N. C., June . — 
Chief of Police O. L. Aderbolt, who 
was seriously wounded last night 
in a fight between guards at the 
tented camp of strik'ng Lyray cot- 
ton mill workers and city police- 
men, died in a hospital at 10:20 
o'clock this morning. 

Three other men are in heospi- 
tals, one of them in a serious con- 
dition, a fifth is suffering from 
birdshot wounds and 44 members 
of the National Textile Union are 
in custody, charged with assault 
with intent to kill, as a result. 

The city, which for several hours 
last night was thrown into a tur- 
moil, is calm as the result of 
speedy action by special police de- 
tectives in rounding up suspects. A 
request for troops made to Gov. 
Gandner met with a statement that 
the local officials should handle the 
situation if possible, and the re- 
quest was withdrawn. 

A. J. Roach, a patrolman, was 
wounded by numerous bird shot 
and his condition is reported as se- 
rious. Patrolman Tim Gilbert is 
expected to recover, while Patrol- 
man Charles Ferguson received 
several shot in his arm and shoul- 
ler, and Joseph Harrison of Pas- 
saic, N. C., who says he is a Na- 
tional Textile Workers Union or- 
ganizer, was struck in the arm and 
side. Harrison is eld under 
guard at the hospital. 

Police Say Guards Fired. 

The police charge that the shoot- 
ing was done by the guards posted 
around a tent camp where 150 
strikers lived after eviction from 
their homes. The officers said thae 
only shot fired by them was acci- 
dental, a patrolman’s pistol being 
discharged when he fell to the 
ground to avoid a load from a 
shotgun.

Carter of Mizpah, N. J., who said 
he was a guard at the camp, told 
officers and newspaper men that 
the guards had been instructed by 
the “Captain of the Guard“ to 
shoot anyone who entered the 
grounds illegally end forcibly. He 
said the police entered the grounds 
and were challenged by a guard, 

Guard Escapes in Confusion. 

Carter approached close to Pa- 
trolman Gilbert and the group of 
policemen arrested him on a 
charge of interfering with an offi- 
cer. He said he scuffled with Pa- 
trolman Gilbert and got away. A 
moment later, he said the shoot- 
ing stcrted and he escaped, leaving 
his shotgun lying in the field. 

Among those arrested were all 
of the strike leaders on the ground 
except Fred Erwin Beal. Beal, 
who returned yesterday from Eliz- 
abethtown, Tenn., is alleged to 
have made a speech at the dally 
meeting of strikers and sympa 
thizers a few hours before the 
crowd started for Loray Mill.

Ever since Trotzky was banished 
from Russia and sent to Constan- 
tinople, he has been making ef- 
forts to find a sanctuary in some 
city where he could obtain medical 
advice.

MISSISSIPPI FLOOD AT CREST;

River Reaches 30.6 Feet Here;

The apparent crest of the latest 
minor flood of the Mississippi 
River at St. Louis was attained this 


i morning, with a stage of 30.6 feet, 


or .6 of a foot above flood level, 
a rise of only .4 of a foot since 
yesterday. The stream is expect- 
ed to remain stationary here until 
tomorrow night, when it will begin 
to fall. There are minor flood 
stages from Alton to CHester, III., 
and the river also is in flood from 
Helena, Ark., to the Gulf of Mex- 
ico. 

A virtual crest of 31.2 feet, or 
6.2 feet above flood level and a 
rise of a foot since yesterday, was 
reached by the Missouri River at 
St. Charles today. This stream. 
which has inundated considerable 
low land, is expected to begin fall- 
ing tomorrow. Though the Mera- 
mec River is rising it will not 
flow over its banks. 

Although the rainfall yesterday 
afternoon and last night recorded 
at the Weather Bureau office on 
the Railway Exchange Building 
was only .1 of an inch, there was 
1.52_inches, at Valley Park. 18 
miles to the southwest on the Mer- 
amec.

PHILADELPHIA, June 8.— 
Whether Bramwell Linn, 21 years 
old, an honor student at Haverford 
College, whose body, with a bullet 
wound in the head, wag found in 
his room on the campus, commit- 
ted suicide or wag slain remained 
undetermined today, official opin- 
ion differed. 

The student was a son of Judge 
William B. Linn of the Pennsyl- 
vania Superior Court. He was to 
have been graduated today and 
was to “ve received a special prize 
for improvement in scholarship. 

Judge Linn joined George Frank- 
enfield, Coroner of Delaware Coun- 
ty, in expressing the belief that 
the student had been slain. Those 
entertaining the suicide theory in- 
cluded Capt. Samuel Siegle of the 
Haverford Township Police and 
District Attorney W. J. McCarter 
of Delaware County. : 

Clothed only in underwear, 
Linn’s body was found on the floor 
of his room in Lioyd Eall by Rob- 
ert Doughty Jr., a classmate. A 
.22-caliber rifle stood in a corner 
of the room. 

After an autopsy, Coroner Frank- 
enfield said Linn had met bis 
death from a bullet which entered 
the back of the head and lodged 
at the base of the brain. The Cor- 
oner said there were no powder 
marks, a fact which indicated that 
the shot had been fired from a 
distance. 

McCarter thought that Linn 
stood the rifle in the corner and 
then, with his hands behind him, 
pulled the trigger. 

Frankenfield stated that an in- 
quest would be held Monday night. 
Doughty and three other students, 
Wendell W. Blanche of Wayne, Pa., 
Ralph Atkinson of Salem, O., and 
John, G. Hartman of York, Pa., all 
close friends of Linn, who had been 
held for questioning, were released 
late last night. 

A note, which Linn gave to 
Doughty to turn over to Hartman, 
read:

I'm both sane and 
sober. I[ want to pass out of this 
life as unknown as I came into it.” 

Several poems were found on 
the floor beside Linn’s body. Some 
of them told of love that had 
“lighted and then flické@red.”

One Plane Set Afire, Forced to 
Land; Fog Checks Second ..

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THE PERILOUS GRADE CROSSING. 

Since 1913 St. Louis has completed the separation 
of eight major grade crossings. These are: The 
Union avenue viaduct, Tower Grove, Chouteau ave 
nue, Goodfellow avenue underpass, Penrose Park, 
Delmar boulevard, Tholozan avenue underpass and 
Arsenal street. The biggest of those enterprises, 
financially, was the Tower Grove, but the most im- 
pressive on the public mind, because of the long 
controversy in which it was involved and because of 
the enormous traffic convenience it has served, is the 
Delmar viaduct. ; 

Plans have been prepared by the Bridges and 
Buildings Department for the separation of all im- 
portant grade crossings in the city excepting those 
east of Broadway along the river front. How best 
to carry out those plans is, of course, the question. 
A proposal made by Chief Engineer Bowen is favor- 
ably regarded. That is the adoption of a blanket pol- 
icy by which the railroads set aside each year a fixed 
amount until the entire work has been accomplished. | 
Some of the railroads—notably the Wabash—have 
approved of this plan in principle. 

Before an agreement of this character could be 
formally entered into it would be necessary to pre- 
pare an estimate of the total cost, and a program 
of separation drawn up by city and railroad en- 
gineers. At that point the question of financing the 
work would-be in order. 

Different methods of financing are now in opera- 
tion. In Ohio the State pays 35 per cent, the railroad 
65 per cent. In Massachusetts the State pays 25 per 
cent, the city 10 per cent and the railroad 65 per cent. 
The New York plan is believed by many the best as 
yet devised, from the standpoint of expediting the 
work. By virtue of a State bond issue the State not 
only contributes its quota, but, when necessary, it 
finances the city, and it also finances the railroad 
which pays its assessment on an instalment plan over 
a specified period of years. 

Whether Missouri is ready to undertake grade 
crossing separation as a State enterprise it is impos- 
sible to say, for the reason the issue has not been 
agitated.. Given the discussion and organized sup- 
port that marked the road bond campaigns, for ex- 
ample, and an affirmative verdict might well be ren- 
dered. In any event, students of the problem are con- 
vinced that the continuous growth of traffic will pres- . 
ently require all of the states to declare that the 
grade crossing must go. The hazard of the grade 
crossing is always present, in the quiet of the country 
as well as in the roar of the city, and both country 
and city, as we all know, contribute their chapters of 
death and injury to the grade crossing’s tragic story. 
For the larger cities the urgency of the issue can- 
not await the crystallization of State sentiment. For 
that reason it seems to the Post-Dispatch that St. 
Louis might, perhaps adapt the New York State plan 
to its requirements. The people of St. Louis can, we 
believe, be persuaded as to the necessity of another 
bond issue in order to maintain the momentum of 
progress unloosed by the $87,000,000 decision of 1921. 
A campaign of education will have to be conducted, to 
be sure.

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FOREST PARK. 1 

To preserve Forest Park as.a forest of trees rather 
than a forest of buildings is so obviously our obliga- 1 er 
tion to posterity that the Post-Dispatch is unable ta a * 
understand the disposition to debate it. How can we 
debate it, when the glory of more than one old city 
is a park from which time has excluded buildings of 
every sort? 

Perhaps the most shining example of this~sort is 
the famous Tiergarten in Berlin. This old hunting 
forest of the Prussian Kings has been preserved in 
its pristine beauty, and right in the heart of a city 
of 4,000,000 people, for 300 years. Not one building 
has ever been placed in it. It bas the feeling and 
charm of the forest primeval, albeit in the midst of 
one of the world’s greatest cities. The visitor can 
fairly marvel at the fidelity with which the people 
of Berlin have preserved for three centuries the pas- 
toral and hoary beauty of this sylvan wood. The Tier- 
garten is half the size of Forest Park, that is, 600 
acres. 

St. Louis has not yet got herself into a proper ap- 
preciation of what Forest Park means to this great 
American city. When we see it as Berlin has seen 
the Tiergarten, and as Munich has seen her famous 
English Garden, we will bend our efforts to reclaim- 
ing the forest for which Forest Park was named. We 
will not want to take out trees and put in buildings: 
we will want to take out buildings and put in trees. 
At the rate we are going the park must in time be- 
come actually deforested.- Our disposition is to make 
it a place of buildings, driveways, monuments, etc. 
Its most enduring value is as a forest, a retreat, a 
breathing place, and a garden. It is as such that 
posterity will most enjoy it, and it is only for such a 
Forest Park that posterity will thank us.

AST April's city election brought to 

the public’s attention our present sys- 
tem of electing the St. Louis Board of 
Aldermen, namely, by a vote-at-large of 
the entire city. True, each candidate 
must reside in his own ward, but the en- 
tire city votes for Aldermen from all the 
wards. What does a voter in North St. 
Louis know about the qualifications of 
the candidate from South,St. Louis? 

The new charter became effective in 
1915 and since then the Republicans 
have had absolute control of the board. 
Because St. Louis is ‘normally Republic- 
an and we elect our Aldermen by a city- 
wide vote, not ome Democrat has sat in 
the board since 1915. Many wards are 
Democratic, but the Democrats go Un- 
represented year after year. 

Responsible party government de- 
mands a majority party to rule, but also 
a minority party to check up and watch 
the majority party. If the majority 
party fails the minority can go to the 
people and try to become the majority. 
Such is the legitimate duty and service 
of minorities. Here in St. Louis, because 
of our system of electing Aldermen, we 
dort even have minority representation.

Next week the Princeton Univer- 
sity Press will publish “Wall Street 
and Washington,” by Joseph Stagg 
Lawrence, a well known authority 
on finance. It is a study of cen- 
tral banking practice with especial 
reference to the credit controversy 
and the Federal Reserve System.

Written by men closely assdciat- 
ed with the industry since its in- 
ception 25 years ago, the work is 
filled with anecdotes, the dramatic 
story of Ford, the growth of Gen- 
éral Motors, the refusal of bankers 
to advance it $8,000,000 to buy out 
Ford, the historic fight to abrogate 
the Seldon patents and a hundred 
equally absorbing incidents.

TREASURY READY 


FOR $500,000 000 


FARM RELIEF PLAN 


Officials Say Proposed Ap- 
propriation Will Not En- 
danger Surplus for Cur- 
rent Fiscal Year. 


By the Associated Press, 
WASHINGTON, June 8.—Though 
the farm bill approaching final 
passage in Congress calls for $500,- 
000,000, the Treasury is ready to 
take care of the expenditure should 
it be decided to make the appro- 


Priation available at once. 

Treasury officials said today 
that prospects of Congress appro- 
priating the money before taking 
its recess would not disrupt the 
financial plan of the Government. 
The appropriation is to be provid- 
ed for the use of the Federal Farm 
Board in the purchase and storage 
of surplus crops until it can dis- 
pose of them. 

This appropriation, the bill says, 
shall be made available by Con- 
gress as soon as practicable.” The 
provision has been interpreted by 
some members of the Senate as 
meaning the entire sum must be 
made available at once and they 
have expressed the belief that 
President Hoover will recommend 
that the whole amount be appro- 
priated as soon as the farm bill 
becomes a law. 

Treasury officials, looking at the 

additional expense only from the 
financial end of providing funds, 
Say that even though the money 
were made available at once, it 
would not be withdrawn from the 
Treasury and spent before the end 
of the firscal year on June 30. 
. They expressed the belief that 
the Federal Farm Board could 
hardly be organized and begin 
drawing funds before July 1 and 
that even then it would not be 
necessary for the Treasury actual- 
ly to provide the entire sum at 
one time. 

From the Treasury point of view 
the additional expenditure means 
only that the Treasury plan for 
providing for Government expenses 
will have to be expanded, and in 
case there is not enough cash on 
hand to meet the needs, additional 
certificates of indebtedness can be 
issued as the Farm Board spends 
its appropriations. 

Taking the view that none of the 
money can be withdrawn from the 
general fund before July 1, offi- 
cials say the action of Congress, if 
it makes the fund immediately 
available, will in no way endanger 
the indicated surplus in Govern- 
ment funds for the fiscal year end- 
ing June 30. This surplus now is 
expected to be more than $100,- 
000,000. 


The fate of the farm relief bill 
was placed in the hands of the 
Senate yesterday after the House 
approved, without a roll call vote, 
the conference commitee’s bill 
from which the export debenture 
plan was eliminated. 

Advocatcts of debentures were 
prepared to offer stiff opposition 
to the conference measure in the 
Senate, but leaders of the admin- 
istration forces were confident 
that they had enough support to 
pass the bill. 

Senator McNary of Oregon yes- 
terday obtained consent for the 
Senate to start consideration of the 
bill today. 

Senator Robinson of Arkansas, 
the Democratic leader, laid plans 
for holding the Democratic lines 
intact in favor of rejecting the 
measure. 

“I think the House should vote

The incident with 
Campbell occurred several months 
befor that with Gen. Ely and in- 
volved discussion of allegations by 
Col. Enochs th:t Campbell had 
gone over his head to Gen. Ely 
with some army documents.

BERLIN, June 8.—Press com- 
ment in Berlin was generally ad- 


verse today on publication of the 
Vo ing plan for reparations, but the 
Papers were sharply divided ac. 
cording to party prejudices. 

The Nationalists are bitterly an- 
tagonistic to the agreement, but 


| the Liberals are inclined to more 


moderate criticism, some seeing a 
definite cause for satisfaction. The 
Nationalist Deutsche Zeitung says 
defiantly: 

“We fling a flat ‘No’ at this 
makeshift solution and all consti- 
tutional means will be justified to 
destroy this Paris plan, even 
against the Government's will.” 

The Democratic Vossische Zel- 
tung hopes for a final debt annul- 
ment and declares: 

“The proposition is absurd that 
a nation should, for two gencra- 
tions, pay other nations’ war dam- 
ages. Even in the allied camp and 
especially in the United States, 
economic common sense will win 
eventually and must lead, if not 
to complete annulment, at least to 
a sane reduction in the internation- 
al war debts, Until then we must 
trust in the future and work for 
the economic reconstruction cf 
Germany.” 

The Democratic Boersen Cour- 
ier suys: 

“The burden must be borne, al- 
though it was fixed . neither by 
economic wisdom nor the will to 
find the way to world recovery but 
once again by the might of the 
victor.” 

The Socialist Vorwaerts, which 
is among the most favorable crit- 
ics, declares: 

Though the Paris result is no 
cause for rejoicing, it means a 
step forward. Politically it shows 
that the will to destroy Germany 
is no longer in the world. The 
question of international debts and 
reparations at least has passed 
from the acute stage to the stage 
of understanding. German sover- 
eignty is to a notable degree re- 
established.” 

The Nationalist Lokal Anzeiger 
pictured Germany as a wanderer 
from one mirage to another. It 
commented that Woodrow Wilson 
had once promised the German 
people an honorable peace without 
war indemnity beyond the costs of 
reconstruction of the destroyed 
properties. 

“Then came the armistice, then 
Versailles. Germany was deprived 
of its colonies, ships, provinces of 
inestimable value and sentenced to 
pay tribute for 30 years. 

“The second mirage is the 
Dawes plan. The ensuing Paris 
tribute plan is still another, con- 
demning Germany to further pay- 
ments for 37 years followed by 
others for an additional 21 years.” 

The Democratic Tageblatt said: 
“With the Young plan paralyzing 
uncertainty ceases, for it has put a 
bottom into the reparations barrel 
into which 30 or 140.000.000.000 
German marks have disappeared. 
We are obliged to pay another 35.- 
000,000,000, but henceforth every 
N ark will lessen our debt and tend 
to bring the day of liberation 
closer. 

“From now on Germany will be 
able to work and save with re- 
newed vigor, unjeopardized by the 
likelihood that every initiative and 
every renunciation will benefit its 
creditors. The established certain- 
ty represents an inestimable advan- 
tage, however great may be the 
disappointment in figures.“

The emergency clause, if it were

Gov. Caulfleid signed the bill 
ereating the additional judgeships 
in St. Louis County early in the 
week and is receiving numerous 
applications for the appointments. 
He said yesterday that he would 
not make the appointments 
Until after Aug 27, due to invalid- 
ity of the emergency clause at- 
tached. This clause was approved 
by the House, in passing the bill, 
but was not approved by the Sen- 
ate. Through error or oversight 
rhe emergency clause was included 
in the enroliced copy of the bill 
sent to the Governor by House of- 
ficers. St. Louis County now has 
two Circuit Judges. The two 
Judges to be appointed by the 
Governor, one to be a Democrat 
and the other a Republican, un- 
der terms of the bill, will serve 
until their successors can de 
elected in the 1930 general elec- 
tion.

MOSCOW, June 8.— Joseph Po- 
liakoff, manager of the “Moscow 
Amtorg, today issued a statement 
stressing the importance of the re- 
cently signed contract between the 
Ford Motor Co. and Soviet Russia. 

“Evidently Mr. Ford appreciates 
the big growth of tbe Soviet 
Union's national economy and the 
increasing demand for automo- 
biles,” says the statement. See- 
ing in the Soviet Union a steady 
buyer, Mr. Ford has agreed to give 
Soviet Russia every technical aid 
and co-operation in organizing 
Russia's automobile industry.” 

M. Gurevich, vice chairman of 
the New York Amtorg. in a de- 
tailed report to the Presidium cf 
the Supreme Council ot People’s 
Economy, discussed the importance 
of Soviet-American economic rela- 
tions, citing a number of big con- 
tracts recently signed by Amtorg 
with firms such as Ford, General 
Electric and the Radio Corpora- 
tion. 

The report stated that credits to 
Soviet Russia not only were on the 
increase in volume but in duration 
as well and that Soviet firms 
were of late getting longer credit 
terms than had been the case

There is a very definite relation | 
between overfeeding, underfeeding 
and a good appetite. A physican 
should always be consulted about 
the exact amount of food a child 
should eat. Whatever he pre- 
scribes should become the law in 
your household if you want your 
baby to enjoy his meals. 

One more point, an obvious one. 
must be kept in mind. To insure 
a g00d appetite for the baby, don’t 
give him candy, or pretzel sticks, 
or ice cream or zwieback between 
his meals. 


Candy, pretzels, zwieback or even 
ice cream may be given to a baby 
if the doctor says it is all right. 
But they should never be offered to 
him between meals. They are 
likely to upset him and they are 
very sure to cut the edge of his 
appetite and make him finicky 
or 
milk which are essential to his 
good health. 


Another Don't to insure a good 
appetite: Don’t overestimate the 
saliva glands and the muscles of 
the baby’s mouth and throat by 
keeping a pacifier or teething ring 
in his mouth. Sucking any object 
for any length of time is tiring and 
is bound to result in @ certain loss 
of appetite.
